stuck to his story. 
Risberg, cast out of baseball fol 
lowing the world series scandal ex 
pose of 1919, saw' 26 players, includ­ 
ing such stars as Eddie Collins, Ray 
Schalk, Ty Cobb. Harry Heilman i i , 
Bobby Veach and Dome Bush, stride 
ap before Judge Landis and say that 
every word that connected the White 
Sox and the Tigers with a “slough­ 
ed” series was false. 
As each oui* 
passed Risberg en route to tho wit­ 
ness chair, he would cast. a contemp 
tuous look at the accuser. 
Risberg flushed as the afternoon 
wore on and he had heard himself 
called a liar with all the descriptive 
adjectives in the dictionary thrown 
in, his neck grew redder and redder, 
but he refused to budge from bis 
story. 
“ I’ve told the truth, I’ll stick to 
my story,” he said after yesterday’s 
hearing was concluded. 
And any decision from Judge Lan­ 
dis, baseball’s high commissioner, on 
the testimony of Risberg and that of 
the 26 men who said he lied, must 
await the arrival of Chick Candil 
from Texas. 
Candil, Risberg said. 
will corroborate his testimony, and 
newspaper interviews ipiote Candil 
as saying; “Risberg tells the truth. 
But if Candil arrives and tells U h 
same story that Risberg told 
<h“ 
baseball commissioner will be faced 
with the problem of believing some 
of baseball’s most illustrious heroes, 
or of believing two men who were 
“excommunicated” from big league 
baseball in 1920, cast out because 
they were alleged to 
have 
sold 
a 
world championship for money. 
Both Risberg and 
Candil 
were 
members of the Black Sox 
the men 
who played on the White Sox team 
and allowed the Cincinnati club to 
win tile world series. 
In a room blue wit ii smoke, a room 
jammed full of red-faced ball play 
ers, Judge Landis requested Risberg 
to repeat tile accusations he made 
against the W hite Sox players and 
the Tigers New Years’ afternoon. It 
took the gangling, 
ex-ball 
player, 
who is now a farm hand, more than 
an hour to recount painfully how the 
White Sox wanted to win the pen­ 
nant in 1917, how “everything was 
fixed so they would lay down to us” 
and how money was collected to take 
care of “ fixing.” 
Then Risberg told how in 1919. 
feeling that the W hite Sox still owed 
the Detroit club something, he and 
others on the club had “sloughed” a 
couple of games to Detroit as addi­ 
tional reward for the 1917 incident 
Clarence Rowland, now an Ameri­ 
can League umpire and manager of 
the Sox in 1917, was the first w it­ 
ness to refute Risberg. 
Ile called 
Risberg’s charges “a damned lie.” 
And his answer, 
despite 
Judge 
Landis’ caution against superlatives, 
was mild compared to some of the 
later epithets hurled ut Risberg. 
Eddie Collins, following soon af 
ter Rowland, repeated 
his 
former 
manager’s label of Risberg’s charges 
with trimmings all his own. 
Collins told a story that most of 
the witnesses present repeated: 
That the W hite Sox had taken up 
a collection to go to 
the 
Detroit 
pitchers who beat Boston, a strong 
rival of the Chicago team, in a cm 
cial series at the end of the 1917 
season. 
Several Detroit pitchers took the 
stand and said they received such 
contributions and most of them said 
they understood it was “ for bearing 
down on the Red Sox.” 
Bernie Bland, one pitcher, said he 
had gotten $ r>0 for “sitting on the 
bench and rooting against Boston.” 
Ty Cobb, the Georgia Peach, was 
one of the first witnesses to confront 
Risberg and deny ii is story. He took 
the opportunity, however, to make a 
statement that he “had played in 
some 3,000 games and had played 
his very hest in every one of them.” 
“I cannot recall 
any 
particular 
game unless there is something out­ 
standing to make me remember it,” 
he said. 
“There was nothing about 
any of these games to make me re­ 
member it and if there had been any 
dirty work I’d have known it and 
recalled it,” he said. 
As the afternoon wrore on, Risberg 
began to accuse Donie Bush, new 
Pittsburgh manager, former Detroit 
shortstop, of coaching the witnesses. 
This almost precipitated a battle 
until Judge Landis intervened. Ber­ 
nie Boland, one witness, whirled i n , enforced.

Accordance with the cabinet deci­ 
sion which was reported reached at 
a secret session last night th*1 agents 
of the petroleum departm ent will pre­ 
sent. to the suprem e court the cases of 
com panies which have not complied 
with the law. 
The purpose will be 
for th e highest court in the land to 
decide w hether tho titles are good. 
R epresentatives of the 
com panies 
will be expected to appear before the 
court 
to 
present 
the 
com panies’ 
claims to clear titles. 
The proceedings before the court 
are to begin almost at once and are 
expected to continue several months. 
It is not. known w hat action the gov­ 
ernm ent will take in cases where val­ 
idity of titles is not established, if 
such cases are found. 
The court may also pass on the a l­ 
leged confiscatory or unconstitutional 
phases of the oil laws, especially its 
retroactive feature.
